postponement was at the request of 
the -defense. The government agreed. 


The specific charge, against the 


•defendants was conspiracy to de- 
ceive and defraud the United States. 
The maximum penalty for each, in- 
dictment i* two years' imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine. ' .. 


In reaching its decision the jury 


was reported to have taken only one 
ballot, and Ibis after several hours 
of discussion of the evidence in min- 
ute detail. The jury was out seven 
and one-half hours. 


An appeal, it seems certain, will 


lie made to the federal court of ap- 
peals, and in case Hie verdict is up- 
held, to tlie supreme court of the 
United States. In the meantime the 
defendants, will probably remain at 
liberty under $50.000, 'and it is said 
the present intention of the govern- 
ment not to ask that the bond be in- 
creased.
